THK public generally will follow with keen in- 


terest the development* in Oklahoma incident to 
the Mibpenxiun of the Columbia Bunk an'd Trust 
Company, whose affairs are ssow in charge of the 
state banking commissioner. 
Oklahoma made a 


great deal of noise when ahe wag -admitted to state- 
hood, much more than the country had been ac- 
ciiStanied to hoar from infant commonwealth* not 
>ct out of their swaddling clothes, and the brand 


n< u plan of her brand new statesmen for the pro- 
tection of banks and the bank-patronitlng public 
attained the dignity of an iasue In the last national 
campaign—on the Democratic side, at least. 


The pros and cons of the Oklahoma scheme of 


a state guarantee fund, raised by «»«e==?ment of all 
Wnking institutions under state control and aiming 
to protect depositors in general, were argued .ad 
nauseam during the 1908 campaign, but so far as 
determining the \nlue or practicability of fhe fre/fk 
law 
is concerned the discussion availed nothing, 


?fo\\. however, the law is under fire, and press dts- 
puti he* Indicate that the people of, the new state 
are somewhat perturbed over the situation. Nor 
are the> worrying Just no'w about whether their 
theory will be vindicated. The paramount question 
is whether their pocketbooks will escape depletion. 


As the situation stands, the state has a million 


dollars available for the payment of H liability 
•which may reach $1,300,000 In case securities of 
the trust company, the value of which has not yet 
been thoroughly determined, should Prov.% **Prth- 
less, 
in the contrary event, the state may b£ 


placed under no qbligation.^ Developments so far- 
do not give positive indication of the extent, if any, 
to which the cvarantee fund will be called Upop. 
But the possibilities of the situation are suggested 
by the fact that the state banking commissioner 
has arranged with the state banks for an additional 


IIMV in case the emergency requires it. 


Such a. levy, added to the million dollars al- 


ready accumulated in the bank guarantee fund, 
represents the price the sound banks in Oklahoma 
rnav be called upon to pay for the initial test of 
the new *ystem. 
It might he worth while if the 


successful meeting of the present exigency were 
proof thut.thn law counteracts'or even minimizes 


th<< evil effects of unaound banking methods and 
by protecting weak institutions .at the expense of 
the strong makes for general financial stability. 
Hut prompt payment by the state of every cent of 
otherwise onprotected claims will prove no such 
thing.

The law will, it is true, 
have served the purpose of protecting that part of 
the public which happened to have its money on 
deposit in the Institution that w*nt wrong; but the 
burden will have fallen Immediately on banks In- 
dependently sound and ultimately the loas will re- 
act upon the financial Integrity of the entire state. 


In this Instance it does not appear that the sus- 


pr njod bank 1* more than temporarily •mbarr?"sd. 
Xe\«srtheless its affairs were taken charge of by 
the state on the exposure of condition* which 
threatened to involve upwards of a million dollar* 
on deposit with it by other banks throughout the 
stflte. 
What avail would the guaranty law- be in 


'•asp its affairs had reached a point where these 
deposits were'jeopardized. Instead of being called 
upon perhaps to meet an additional levy by the 
Rtnte, these banks would be hopelessly involved 
in the failure, and the disaster would not affect

TAFT AND JOHNSON.

The dangerous illnesa of Governor Johnson, of 


Minnesota, at the time of the President's visit to 
that state, ^ave the latter an opportunity for a 
courteou* expression of sympathy, of which he 
availed himself gracefully, and for a public ap- 
preciation that was probably warmer than he could 
have expressed to the governor face to face. There 
will be no dissent from his recognition of Governor 
Johnson's "ability, his great courage and his com- 
mon seme." and' he spoke only what has been 
generally felt ln these last few days, that they "can- 
not be spared." whatever be the response to the 
Presidents concluding suggestions that the people 
of the nation "doubtless will insist in time that
